Has the GOP Been Rough Enough? 


The American people approach next week's congression- 


al election with" plenty of campaign issues, too many of 
which have been fudged. 
The Administration's foreign 


policy ought to be "distinctly a Republican asset, because the 
whole background of that wobbly course of appeasement and 
uncertainty is ripe for exposure.- So is the long tolerance of 
Reds and fellow travelers at the seat of Government. But 
few Republicans have really attacked these things, and many 
of them act as if'the issue had been disposed of because 
MacArthur's bold strategy in Korea turned defeat into ap- 
parent victory. 
The Administration's record of spending 


and extravagance, which is already causing a flight from the 
dollar, ought to have been a major issue, too, although in an 
inflationary era it is hard to interest people in extravagance. 


Probably national interest will focus principally on two 


contests: Senator Taft's campaign in Ohio, and to a lesser 
degree of intensity the effort of Representative Nixon, of 
California, to dispose of the ultraliberal Helen Gahagan 
Douglas in the campaign for United States senator. The 
Post has often differed with Senator Taft on important 
issues, although the seasoning of time frequently makes his 
attitudes more persuasive than they look when_he states 
them in the teeth of popular opinion against him. ne believes 
that people want him to talk about government rather than 
turn on the charm, and he never can. see why you have to 
postpone being right until everybody agrees with you. 


It is rather shocking that the re-election of a man of 


Senator Taft's stature should be remotely in doubt, espe- 
cially in view of the Oiaracter of the forces opposed to him. 
When Averell Harriman. one of the Yalta boys, attacks Sen- 
ator Taft on the ground that his policies would have been 
helpful to the Soviet Union, the peak of effrontery has been 
scaled. As the possessor of the best analytical mind opposed 
to the Fair Deal, Senator Taft is a natural target. He has 
pricked more Administration gas-bags than any other Re- 
publican. 


There was a time when the arrogance of union leaders 


who ordered their minions to stay out of the factories if 
Senator Taft visited them would have been resented and 
dealt with. It is just possible that that time has not yet 
passed in this country. If it has, the incentive for courag- 
eous and patriotic men to seek public office in this country 
will be slim indeed. 
% 


In California, where crackpots always cast a pretty 


big vote, the hopes of conservatives will ride with Repre- 
sentative Nixon and Gov. Earl Warren. At any rate, the 
possibility of Mrs. Douglas making the Senate and Jimmy 
Roosevelt becoming governor of a great state ought to be 
enough to male the flesh creep sufficiently to spur the voters 
to the polls. 


This comment hasn't been exactly bubbling with opti- 


mism, as it might have been if a greater number of Republi- 
cans had refused to accept the assumption that the farmers 
and labor are for the Fair Deal and had waded into the fight 
with a little more zip. Roger C. Dunn, the election analyst 
has pointed out that the labor vote for the New and Fair 
Deal has declined since 1936 and that in several farm states 
fewer farmers voted Democratic in 1948 than in 1940.
